For Peaceful 


Coexistence 


Lodge Says Peace 
Cannot Be Built 


Solely on Speeches 


UNITED NATIONS W -The Unit 
eft States today welcomed Russia's 
latent appeal for “ peaceful coexist­ 
ence.” but told the United Nations 
that Americans “ are from 
Mis­ 


souri—we want to be shown.’* 
Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister 
Vasily 
V. Kuznetsov 
Thursday 
night asked the General Assem­ 
bly's Main Political Committee to 
approve a declaration for peace­ 
ful coexistence 
In an unusual mild 
and conciliatory speech he called 
for a treaty between the United 
States and Russia and for expan­ 
sion “ in an all-around way’’ of 
“ scientific, 
cultural 
and other 
ties.” 


U. S 
Ambassador Henry Cabot 
Lodge, 
replying today, told 
the 
committee: 


“ We would be delighted to be 
able to believe that one speech 
here at the U. NL —delivered, by co­ 
incidence, on the eve of the NATO 
meetings—means that the trend 
that has been building up in the 
Soviet Union for 40 years has been 
reversed. 


“ Want to be Shown’* 


“ None would be happier than the 


people 
and government 
of the 
United States to see this Soviet 
speech followed by a real change 
crash in Soviet behavior. 
That would 
suit us right down to the ground. 


“ But we want to be shown. When 


it comes to such a sudden change 
as this we, in American slang, are 
from Missouri . . . 
j 
“ Mr. Kuznetsov’s 
speech was 
milder than the very rough speech­ 
es which Mr (Andrei A.) Gromyko 
((Soviet 
foreign minister) 
made 
here a few weeks ago on the Syrian 
item and on disarmament. 
But, 
Mr. Chairman, peace in the world 
cannot be built simply and solely 
on mildness of speeches. 
It must 
also be built on actions. 


“ There is really quite a gap be­ 


tween what Mr. Kuznetsov says 
and what the Soviet Union does. 
We cannot contribute to peace by 
ignoring that gap” 
Lodge welcomed Kuznetsov’s ap­ 


peal for scientific and technical 
contract.' as “ something we have 
long believed in and sought to 
practice with other countries” He 
asked Russia to widen its coopera­ 
tion with the rest of the world in 
the International Atomic Energy 
Agency and at next year’s U N.- 
sponsored international 
scientific 
conference.

Lodge also welcomed

sov’s appeal for extensive econ­ 
omic aid. 
He noted that the as­ 


sembly's Economic and Financial 
Committee only Thursday approv­ 
ed a new technical aid program 
“ insulated from any possible use 
for big power politics—and that’s 
the way we like to have it.”
